We  proudly  dedicate  this  year's  Town  Book  to  Mr.  Hiram  H.  Roberts, 
the  oldest  member  of  our  community. 

Mr.  Roberts  was  born  in  Rollinsford  on  May  9th,  1888  at  the  Roberts 
Homestead  on  the  corner  of  Roberts  Road  and  Portland  Avenue,  and  is  a  life- 
long resident  of  Rollinsford. 

Besides  operating  a  successful  dairy  farm,  Mr.  Roberts  found  the  time 
to  serve  his  community  in  many  capacities.  He  is  a  former  Selectman,  Supervisor 
of  the  Checklist,  and  served  as  Bank  Trustee  for  the  Granite  State  Savings  and 
National  Banks  for  64  years.  He  now  serves  on  the  Advisory  Board  for  the 
Granite  State  Savings  Bank,  and  is  active  as  a  Cemetery  Trustee. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
"State  of  the  Town" 

1978  proved  to  be  a  busier,  more  productive  and  rewarding  year  than 
1977.  But  it  was  also  a  frustrating  year,  in  more  ways  than  one. 

Although  Rollinsford  is  growing  slower  than  most  surrounding  towns, 
47  building  permits  were  issued  in  1978  —  8  for  new  homes,  and  1  for  renova- 
tion of  a  10  apartment  building.  This  represents  a  2.6%  annual  rate  of  growth 
in  housing  units. 

Our  town  Clerk/Tax  collector/Secretary  has  proven  to  be  what  the 
townspeople  needed  and  wanted.  We  have  yet  to  hear  one  unfavorable  comment 
concerning  this  new  position. 

New  Federal  and  State  regulations  continue  to  multiply  the  paper  work 
of  the  Selectmen.  While  it  appears  that  a  fulltime  Business  Manager  and/or 
Public  Works  Director  will  be  required  within  a  few  years,  the  most  pressing 
need  is  for  secretarial  help  now,  and  research  assistance.  Mindful  of  the  burden 
on  taxpayers,  the  Selectmen  have  proposed  a  part-time  new  secretarial  position 
for  15  hours  per  week  to  help  with  the  ever  increasing  paper  work.  A  college 
work — study  student  will  help  with  the  research  and  planning  tasks  (20%  of  his 
salary  paid  by  the  Town.) 

The  Selectmen  have  been  busy  preparing  Personnel  and  Operating 
policies  for  the  Town's  departments.  A  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  policies 
will  be  held  in  the  Spring  of  1979. 

Your  Selectmen  have  gotten  more  gray  hairs  this  year,  in  part  because  of 
the  property  revaluation.  Many  hours  were  spent  listening  to  taxpayer's  con- 
cerns and  explaining  how  the  new  revaluations  were  calculated. 

The  proposed  1979  Town  Budget  represents  a  $16,930,  or  4.66%  in- 
crease over  last  year.  However,  expected  revenues  from  non-tax  sources  are 
$4,400  less  than  1978.  Consequently,  the  total  increase  in  town  property  tax 
will  be  about  $21,000  or  about  $.87  per  $1000  on  the  tax  rate.  The  proposed 
school  tax  increase  represents  another  $1.00  on  the  rate.  Thus  the  total  increase 
in  taxes  will  increase  the  tax  rate  by  approximately  $2.37  per  $1000.  Abate- 
ments granted  to  Public  Service  Company  and  other  property  owners  due  to 
appraisal  adjustments,  will  cause  the  total  tax  rate  increase  to  be  approximate- 
ly $3.50  per  $1000.  Of  course,  changes  in  outside  revenues  may  increase  or  de- 
crease this  projection. 

The  Highway  Improvement  Program  inched  forward  in  1978,  with  two 
major  projects. 

1.  Ditching  and  installing  new  culverts  on  part  of  General  John  Sullivan 
Way,  and 

2.  Resurfacing  Sligo  Road  with  "Farmer's  Mix"  from  Route  4  to  the 
Dr.  Morris  Farm,  and  from  the  Ordway  home  to  Baer  Road. 
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For  1979  three  major  road  improvement  projects  are  proposed: 

1 .  Resurface  General  John  Sullivan  Way  from  Route  4  to  the  Morgridge 
home  ($9,000), 

2.  Resurface  Baer  Road  from  Sligo  Road  to  the  Dover  line  ($17,000). 
In  addition,  funds  from  the  Highway  surplus  account  will  be  used  to  repair 
and  resurface  part  of  Howe  Road,  the  entrances  to  Watson  Lane,  and  Pease 
Lane,  Stiles  Hill  on  Sligo  Road,  and  ditching  and  drainage  work  on  Old  Mill 
Lane. 

For  several  years  the  Selectmen  have  known  that  the  Town  needs  a  long 
range  Highway  Maintenance  Program.  However,  the  cost  of  road  improvement 
is  very  expensive.  Currently  the  town  maintains  approximately  12  miles  of  road, 
(the  other  12  are  maintained  by  the  State).  The  Selectmen  have  surveyed  the 
roads  with  an  Engineer  who  provided  extimates  of  repair  costs  to  rebuild  and  re- 
surface the  roads.  At  current  prices  resurfacing  with  asphalt  will  cost  about 
$25,000  per  mile.  Ditching,  culvert  work,  and  gravel  base  fill  would  cost  an  addi- 
tional $5,000  to  $15,000  per  mile.  If  one  mile  of  road  were  rebuilt  each  year, 
it  would  cost  between  $30,000  and  $45,000  each  year  for  road  improvement  for 
the  next  12  years.  At  the  end  of  12  years,  the  resurfacing  cycle  would  begin 
again. 

Of  course,  the  roads  can  be  resurfaced  with  sand  and  oil  at  a  lower  cost, 
but  they  would  soon  begin  to  break  up  because  of  poor  drainage,  etc.  If  Rollins- 
ford  wants  a  well-maintained  road  system,  the  voters  must  be  prepared  to  start 
appropriating  at  least  $35,000  per  year  for  a  road  improvement  program. 

The  Civic  Pride  Fund  has  been  put  to  good  use  again.  With  the  money  in 
the  Savings  Account  and  the  proceeds  of  the  last  Food  Sale,  Grace  and  Fred 
purchased,  at  the  cost  of  $367.00,  a  coat  rack,  2  Stanchions,  18  folding  chairs 
and  4  long  tables.  The  stanchions  will  replace  the  black  railings  everyone  trips 
over  getting  to  the  voting  booths.  Parts  of  this  black  railing  will  be  used  as  a 
support  rail  at  the  front  entrance  steps.  This  work  will  be  done  in  the  Spring. 

As   we  said  at  the  beginning  of  this  report it's  been  a  good  year, 

but  also  a  frustrating  one. 

We  thank  the  members  of  the  Police,  Fire  and  Highway  Departments 
for  a  job  well  done.  We  thank  our  Boards  and  Commissions  for  the  many  hours 
of  "donated"  time.  The  pay  is  small,  but  the  personal  satisfaction  is  great.  And 
we  thank  you,  the  members  of  our  community,  for  your  understanding.

The  following  1978  report  for  the  Rollinsford  Planning  Board  is  sub- 
mitted: 

1978  ROLLINSFORD  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

1978  was  another  busy  year  for  the  Rollinsford  Planning  Board.  Sub- 
division activity,  site  plan  reviews,  and  zoning  ordinance  changes  were  the 
principal  activities  occupying  the  Board's  many  work  sessions. 

ZONING  ORDINANCE  CHANGES  —  Modifications  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
mostly  involving  Flood  Plain  regulation  additions  were  presented  to  the  town 
via  the  Public  Hearings;  these  modifications  were  adopted  at  the  March  14th 
town  meeting.  As  a  result  of  the  adoption  of  these  modifications,  the  town  of 
Rollinsford  has  petitioned  and  been  accepted  (8-18-78)  into  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Program  thereby  qualifying  citizens  of  this  community  to  purchase 
subsidized  flood  insurance  for  property  located  in  the  flood  zone  areas. 

SUBDIVISION  PROCESSING  —  Eight  (8)  subdivision  applications  were  pro- 
cessed and  approved  by  the  Board.  These  include  requests  submitted  by:  A.  Viel, 
H.  Knowles,  H.  Rollins,  J.  Dodier,  R.  Ducharme,  G.  Bandouveres,  R.  Emerson, 
and  H.  Nossiff. 

SITE  PLAN  REVIEWS  —  Site  plan  reviews  were  conducted  for  the  T.  Flynn 
apartment  proposal  on  Front  Street,  and  the  expansion  proposal  for  the  Red- 
men  Club.  The  Board  completed  its  review  with  appropriate  recommendations 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Adjustment  for  their  follow- 
on  actions. 

PLANNING  BOARD  CHANGES  —  Early  in  the  year,  Ken  England  was  appoin- 
ted to  the  Board  to  complete  an  unfilled  vacancy.  Also,  William  Fleming  accep- 
ted re-appointment  to  a  new  term  on  the  Board,  one  of  his  many  dedicated 
terms  for  which  this  community  is  greatly  indebted.  Ron  Bisson,  former  ex-offi- 
cio  member  to  the  Board  from  the  Selectmen's  office,  is  also  deserving  the 
appreciation  of  this  community  for  generous  services  rendered.  Ed  Jansen  is 
now  the  current  ex-officio  representative  from  the  Selectmen's  office.

The  Town  owes  a  great  deal  of  gratitude  to  Lewis  Janetos  who  served 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  as  Chairman  through  the  greater  portion  of  the  year, 
guiding  all  deliberations  with  a  particular  expertise  that  was  a  credit  to  our 
community.  All  members  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  lent  their  talents  in  an  un- 
selfish manner,  trying  to  make  this  quasi-judicial  Body  a  decision  rending  group 
for  the  best  of  the  town  of  Rollinsford  and  especially  it's  citizens.

Again,  in  1978,  a  considerable  amount  of  the  Commission's  attention 
was  given  to  management  of  the  Town  Forest.  By  February,  the  harvest  and  sale 
of  selectively  marked  timber  had  been  completed.  In  May,  the  Commission 
applied  for,  and  was  granted,  assistance  by  the  Strafford  County  Adult  Conserva- 
tion Corps,  and  during  the  summer  two  Corps  crews  worked  in  the  Town  Forest 
cutting  dead  trees  along  the  roads,  cleaning  up  logging  slash  and  pruning  and 
thinning  in  young  pine  stands. 

A  total  of  20-30  townspeople  participated  in  the  two  woodcutting 
days  organized  and  administered  by  the  Commission  in  the  Town  Forest — one 
day  in  June,  and  the  other  in  September.  Limbs  and  tops  from  the  logging  o- 
peration,  as  well  as  a  few  dead  trees,  were  cut  up  and  hauled  out  for  firewood, 
leaving  the  forest  pretty  well  cleaned  up. 

In  June,  the  Commission  sponsored  the  first  of  the  Dump  Committee 
Paper  Drives.  An  estimated  four  tons  of  paper  was  collected,  with  the  proceeds 
from  the  eventual  sale  of  this  material  to  go  to  the  Civic  Pride  Fund.  The  Com- 
mission also  donated  the  money  to  purchase  a  calculator  as  the  prize  in  the  Pa- 
per Drive  Poster  Contest. 

Erosion  problems  at  the  boat  ramp  in  the  mini-park  are  presently  under 
consideration.  In  September,  a  representative  of  the  N.H.  Department  of  Re- 
sources and  Economic  Development  was  invited  to  a  meeting  to  discuss  proce- 
dures for  obtaining  matching  funds  from  the  State  administered  Land  and  Water 
Conservation  Fund  for  correction  of  the  erosion  problem  and  repair  of  the  ramp. 
It  was  found  that  this  particular  program  is  impractical  because  of  the  small 
size  of  the  project  being  considered.  Fortunately,  making  temporary  repairs  on 
their  own. 

Other  subjects  considered  by  the  Commission  have  included  the  planting 
of  shade  trees,  problems  from  the  irresponsible  use  of  firearms  in  the  Town 
Forest,  repair  of  the  fence  at  the  Old  Town  Cemetery,  fish  stocking  in  the 
Salmon  Falls  River  and  the  creation  of  a  trail  system  along  the  river  in  the  Town 
Forest.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Rollinsford  Grade  School  in  the 
said  district  on  the  sixth  day  of  March  1979,  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing  three 
years. 

4.  To  choose  a.  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and 
Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers 
or  agents  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers 
chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

of  energy  in  the  most  economical  and  efficient  manner.  The  agreement  cited 
herein  is  intended  to  provide,  under  State  Statute,  for  the  joining  of  towns 
in  a  cooperative  effort  for  the  disposal  of  solid  waste  in  a  manner  that  will 
meet  Federal  and  State  requirements.  The  pro-rata  estimated  capital  contribu- 
tion of  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  will  be  $144,474,  over  the  15  year  life  of  the 
project.  The  capital  contribution  would  begin  in  1979. 

Edmund  Jansen  moved  to  remove  this  article  from  the  table,  seconded 
by  Armand  Laliberte.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative.  Cory  Curtis  moved  to 
accept  the  article  as  read  seconded  by  Paul  Hanson. 

At  this  time,  Malcolm  Chase,  Chairman  of  the  Lamprey  Solid  Waste 
Cooperative,  Olin  Durgin,  Durham  Selectmen,  and  George  Crombie,  Public 
Works  Director,  Town  of  Durham,  were  introduced.  Mr.  Chase  made  a  presenta- 
tion to  the  Town  explaining  the  process. 

After  the  presentation  and  a  period  of  questions  and  answers,  Paul 
Hanson  called  the  question. 

The  vote  was  23  in  favor  and  8  against.  The  article  was  approved. 

ARTICLE  II 

To  hear  a  preliminary  report  from  the  Budget  Committee  regarding 
the  study  of  the  feasibility  of  a  Town  Manager  form  of  government  in  the 
Town  of  Rollinsford. 

Arthur  Osbon  gave  the  report  on  the  feasibility  of  a  Town  Manager 
form  of  government.  The  Budget  Committee  met  with  John  Andrews  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association. 
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The  Association  recommended  against  a  Town  Manager  at  this  time. 
Rollinsford  is  not  large  enough  to  warrant  a  manager.  They  did  recommend 
a  planner/coordinator  or  technical  assistant  be  appointed  to  the  position.  An- 
other alternative  would  be  to  use  University  students  on  a  work/study  program 
and  evaluate  their  performance  and  relate  it  to  our  overall  needs. 

ARTICLE  HI 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meet- 
ing. 

Paul  Hanson  moved  to  adjourn,  seconded  by  Robert  Smith. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  PM.
